Saaatel Jadaia Bahaeta, tha gifted 
editor of the L erin gtoa Loadar, intim- 
ate friend of the late President McKin- 

ley, splendid citizen and elegant gen- 
tleman, died at his home in Lexington 
at l:3o o'clock Sunday afternoon after 
a three weeks illness following a alight 
operation which was followed by sep- 
tic poiaoaiag. aad later by pasoasoaia 
whidi PiaaBii fa hto death. Ftaieral 
services over thto beloved and lamented 
citizen wen held at the family home 
on Tuesday afternoon, after which his 
remains were placed at rest in the Lex 
ington cemetery in a lot which but one 
short month ago, while drivug through 
the beauUful City of tha Dead with a 
friend, atndt hto faaqr. and 1m re- 
marked that H looked Ifto a desfarable 
spot upon which to be buried and he 
believed that he would buy it for his 
last resting place, which he did upon 
his return to the city, little dreaming 
perhaps that he should so soon occupy 
the place of hto chooaing.

Thi!> 
esteem and reapeet waa augmented by 
the fact that he did not desert his post 
when the scourge of pestilence visited 
the community and the people stood 
sadly in need of spiritual ministration. 

One Sabbath while the plague was 
raging Uncle Washington held oervices 
at the court touae, hia aadienee was 
compoaed of all the able bodied colored 
people of the community, liberally in- 
terspersed with the white people who 
were able to attend or had not sought 
refuge in flight. L'ncle Washington 
took his text upon the visitation of the 
plague, and after haranguing his au- 
dience for some time, he gave tbia ver- 
sion of its cause:— 'Look hyar you 
niggers, do yoa kaow tha flood Lawd 
done aent thia liere cholera on you al| 
as a punishment for yo'sins; yo' all 
done left the farms and the country 
and quit work, done come here to town 
laying round, a gamblin and a stealin 
chickens and everything triflin' and the 
Good Lawd ia a puniabin of yo all for 
it' A eokired brother hi tha aadhnee 
called ont>'llrer WaaUagtMi de white 
folks don't steal ehickena and do all 
dis meanness you is talkin' about and 
some of dem done hab de cholera, now 
why did the tiood Lawd done visit it on 
dem? The good old brother had evi- 
dently anticipated just such an in- 
terrogatory, and waa ready with an 
apt retort: *Hol' on dar nigger, hoi* 
on dar. you can't get aroun dis thing 
that a way, de good Lord done know 
his business, lie want some witnesses 
to you niggers meanness, dats why he 
done' dieted some of the good white 
folks with dis here disease." The in- 
(|uisitive brother was awed into silence 
and tlie reoiainder of the coagi eg ation 
were foccftly impwoaod by Uncle

The method of stopptag laaka la 

I concrete, descried by a correspond- 
lat of the Engineering Record, con- 
iists in plastering the wet, leaking 
surface of the concrete with water- 
proofed mortar. The mortar Is kept 
from being washed away by suitable 
bracing against a properly constructed 
gasket. 

Assuming that a leak is to be re- 
' paired in a basement wall, Fig. 1, 
one foot or more above the floor, the 
loose material should be aeraped or 
dug away, leaving a saucer-shaped 
cavity as large in diameter as neces- 
sary. If the holes through which the 
water is leaking are large enough 
they can ha atepp ad with 
ered with patakia af tarii 
tightly. 

The form la then prepared. In case 
I the diameter of the saucer-shaped 
'hole Is six Inches, a board, A, Fig. t, 
I two Inches thick and eight incbea 
I square, will be required. A one- 
fourth-lnch twisted-burlap ropa, B. la 
tacked on the board aa4 tha 
nailed to a brace C. 

Enough one-to-two mortar, 
' proofed. Is prepared, to which haa 
been added. Just before leaving the 
mixing box, bichromate of soda to the 
amount of one or two per cent, of tha 
cement. This is added to make the 
mortar quick setting. The mortar Is 
placed on the board In a cone-shaped 
mass and then thrust quickly and 
firmly with a twisting motion Into 
the cavity.
